You have been poased to express the hope that
the medanl wou d be acoeptable to me, with your
eonerata abione Jor the consg¢iousno 8 which you
conk:der | connot Inyl o eherist of baving, by the
ack which its presontainon commemoraios, ronderod
maorvice to my couttry at a critical period in its
history.

Yormit me, &7, Lo return my scknowledgment for
this pationa; recognition o1 the aet reterred to, and
to express the satisfaction with wiach I bave re-
eelved this gererous token of remembrance, It may
not be imapprupriate for me (o refer 1o the Lrapsac-
tion which gave rise to Lhe resolve o1 Cougrosd
which your departmoent has now so  gracofully
exoonted.

About the year 18566 I formed the design and com-
menced the work of a stemmship, for the purpose
of cemonstrating that individunt enterprise evald,
without the ald of Governmontal encouragement,
placs upon tho oeenan steampships cqual at lonst in
magoitode, power, and speed to any which had been
constructed under Governmental patronage and pro-
tection in any purt of the worid, An expenditure of
#1.000,000 produced the steamphip Fandertilt, wiica
earrivd the fag ol our conntry aeross the sen 1o a
Joss wpuace of time than any national bapoer had
boen bitherto horue

On the 161h of March, 1862, I rectived at mv resi.
dence n this city & lester tom the War Department,
mguring if 1 wonla undertake to prevent the Uon-
toucerate steanmer Moerrimoo from coming out of the
barbor of Noriolk, and urging my immediate atten.
tion, as (he danger was most imminent, and *there
was oo time to wost,” I answered by telégraph that
1 woula go o Washington the next day, On tne
morning of the 17th of Maren, 1 onliod at the War
Department, where 1| saw tor the first time ¥r. Stan-
ton, the Seeretary of War. He requested me to ae-
company lim 1o the Exvcutive Man-jon, where [
wiae introduced to Mr, Lincoln, 10 whom 1 was taen
persopally aotranger,  Thu Prosident askod moe if T
thought 1 conld, with the aid of my steamships, do
pnyihing to prevent the Merrimae trom gett'ng ous
of Hampton Roads, I replied to him that it was
my opimon thet if the steamer Vanderiilt was
there, properly manned, the Merrimas woald
not venlure to come out; or, I she did,
that the chances were ten to one that the Fanderbalt
would sink and destroy her, Mr. Lincoln asked
me toname the sum of monev for whien 1 would
undertake the service. 1 rephied to him that nothing
would induee me 10 beécowe o specnntor upon the
necessives of the Government, and that 1 woald not
mention a sum as 1he value of her charter, but thae
1 won d make nogitt of her to the Goverument (or
the service propowsed, 1he Presldent replied, I
sccept ber” 1 lott lum, promising tiat 1he Pasder-
bt eiould be at Fortress Mouroe, properly squipped
and oMecred, under my dircetyons, within three or
jour dnyve ut flurthest, and she was there within the
time. The requisite instrument ol transier was sab-
sequently exeouted by me, and trangaatted to the
War Department,

formed me, truly states that | bave in no manner
sought requital for the mit, and the recoguition of
whieh, in the discharie of yvour oflicial daty, voun
have »iven me, was altovethior unsolicited. [ sha'l
proudly vreserve whe splondid token ol spprecision
wh.ch you have transmutted 10 e, and it 1 my
hope that those who come niter ms, as they read the
inserip ions of the modal, and are reminded oi the
event m their fmtner's lile which owmsed it to be
stouck, will inflexbly resalve that, should our Goy-
ernment be agnin impenilled, no pecurary sacrifice
Is too Iarge to make in its bebaly, and no inducsment
sutticientiy grest to attempt to profit by 18 neocessi-
ties.
